THE  CULTURE  OF  TULIPS 


IT  is  difficult  to  conceive  anything  more  brilliant  in  color  than  a bed  of  good  Tulips. 
Their  great  variety  of  color,  intense  brilliancy  and  beautiful  shadings  make  them 
universal  favorites.  The  ease  with  which  they  can  be  grown  and  the  low  price  at 
which  they  are  offered  are  added  points  in  their  favor  and  the  cause  of  the  many 
plantings  of  Tulips  seen  throughout  the  country. 


Tulips  do  well  in  any  good  garden 
soil  and  may  be  planted  any  time  dur- 
ing the  autumn  before  the  ground  is 
closed  by  the  frost.  The  bulbs  should 
be  placed  from  five  to  six  inches  apart 
and  from<  three  to  five  inches  deep, 
varying  with  the  soil.  They  are  per- 
fectly hardy  and  require  no  covering 
during  the  winter,  but  a light  cover- 
ing of  leaves  or  manure  will  keep  the 
frost  from  throwing  them  out  of  place" 
A dry,  sunny  position  is  the  best. 


While  Tulips  are  usually  planted  in 
beds,  yet  they  can  be  used  to  great 
advantage  in  many  places.  They 
make  an  effective  border  for  beds  of 
shrubbery  or  perennials. 


Tulips  may  be  planted  singly  in 
four-inch  pots,  five  or  six  in  six-inch 
pots  or  in  double  or  triple  rows  in 
window  boxes.  They  need  practically 
no  care  after  planting  other  than  to 
be  set  in  a cool,  dark  cellar  and 
watered  occasionally.  When  an  inch 
or  two  above  the  ground  they  may  be 
brought  to  the  light  of  a cool  windov^ 
Plenty  of  time  and  little  heat  mean 
success,  while  haste  and  too  much 
heat  spell  disaster  in  forcing  Tulips.
